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Hie big freeze 

on council tax 


ROYAL Borough of Greenwich 
residents are set to benefit from 
further freezes in council tax for 
the next two years until 31 March 
31 2015 if plans are agreed to 
finalise budget decisions two years 
ahead of schedule later this month. 

Council leader Chris Roberts will 
propose the budget at the council 
meeting on January 30. 

If passed, this historic decision would 
mean that council tax will have been 
frozen for 12 of the last 17 years and for 
seven years in a row. Earlier this year, 
the government’s independent District 
Auditor praised Greenwich’s “robust 
financial management” which has seen 
front line services expanded despite 
record £70m of cuts to its funding. 

Cllr Royal Borough of Greenwich said: 
“For the past decade we have developed 
a ruthless approach to evaluating costs

and savings while protecting our front 
line services. Even with the record cuts 
levied upon us by the coalition, we have 
worked enormously hard to increase 
library services, build more children’s 
centres and expand provision in 
leisure, health and in cultural services. 
I am very proud to be able to propose 
a budget to the council on January 
30 which continues this record while 
maintaining the freeze on council 
tax. If approved, it will ensure local 
residents continue to pay one of the 
lowest council tax rates in the country, 
in return for some of the best local 
services.” 

In addition, there are plans to invest

£6m into a local employment scheme to 
help people move from being on benefits 
into work. And there will be further 
investment in street cleaning services 
and the council’s dedicated police unit 
within the Violent and Organised Crime 
Unit which has broken up a number of 
criminal gangs and reduced gun crime 
by 36% and knife crime by 33% in the 
last year alone. The council will also 
be working with the police to establish 
a further team of officers dedicated to 
tackling domestic violence. 

Cllr Roberts continued: “We are all too 
aware that the on-going government 
cuts will continue to result in more local 
families turning to us for help. Changes 
being made from April threaten to drive 
more families into poverty and this 
budget will be a forceful response to the 
cruel nature of the coalition’s policies. 

“This budget will help hundreds of 
local people back into work and it will 
also improve local areas and boost the 
on-going transformation of the royal 
borough.”

Safety warnings as Woolwich 
fire station put up for closure 


THE HISTORIC RED DOORS: the fire station on Sunbury Street, is thought to be one of the oldest stations in the whole of London

ALARM bells are ringing at the 
news that Woolwich fire station - 
the oldest in London - is on a hit list 
for closure. 

The station in Sunbury Street, built in 
1887, is one of 12 that the London Fire 
Brigade’s commissioner wants to shut as 
part of an efficiency drive. 

The Fire Brigades Union has condemned 
the cuts as “dangerous and wrong”. 

And Greenwich and Woolwich MP Nick 
Raynsford has spoken out against the 
plans on behalf of local people. 

He has written to the London Fire and 
Emergency Planning Authority (LFEPA) 
seeking assurances on fire brigade 
response times. 

He told GT: “My real concern is that 
traffic congestion in Woolwich will mean 
fire engines coming from Greenwich and 
Plumstead may encounter difficulties 
dealing with incidents in the area. 

“Whilst not opposed to efficiency 
savings which have no adverse affect on 
public safety, I will strongly dispute any 
proposals which could increase the risk 
of harm to people living in Greenwich 
and Woolwich. I want to know whether 
the LFEPA can give a cast-iron assurance 
that response times will not be affected.” 

Royal borough brigade commander 
Andy Rickard is due to meet council 
leaders to discuss the impact for local 
people and a fire brigade spokesperson 
said: “Over the last decade we’ve seen 
the number of incidents we attend in 
Greenwich decrease by 46 per cent. Before 
any decisions are made there is expected 
to be a full public consultation. 

“We expect to be able to maintain 
our target response times for the first 
fire engine to arrive on the scene of 
an incident within six minutes, and the 
second, if needed, within eight.” 

Ron Dobson, Commissioner of the 
London Fire Brigade, said his plans would 
save £28.8m over the next two years, 
while maintaining existing response time 
targets. 


He told GT: “Like virtually every other 
public service, the brigade needs to make 
savings. In the last four years, we have 
cut £52m without reducing frontline 
services. With all the work we do to 
prevent fires happening, and response 
times that are still amongst the best in 
the country, I am confident these savings 
can be made while keeping London safe.” 

Meanwhile, Fire Brigade Union regional 


secretary for London, Paul Embery, said: 
“These cuts would deplete the service 
and impair its ability to respond quickly 
and effectively to serious incidents.” 

Members of the London Fire and 
Emergency Planning Authority were due 
to discuss the plans yesterday (Monday 
January 21). They will go out to public 
consultation before a final decision is 
made by the LFEPA in June. 



Public meeting on police station cuts 


PLANS to close Woolwich fire 
station came just days after 
the London Mayor announced 
proposals to close three police 
stations in the royal borough 
under plans to save £500m in 
the Met Police costs. 

It would mean the closure 
of Woolwich and Greenwich 
stations and the safer 
neighbourhood counter in 
Thamesmead while Plumstead 
would be kept as a 24/7 station 
along with Eltham which would 
operate under more limited 
hours. 

Also on the table are changes 
to police numbers which could 
see a reduction of 16 officers 
over four years in the royal 
borough; and changes to the 
role of safer neighbourhood 


teams resulting in a single PC 
and PCSO linked to individual 
wards. 

Full details of the London 
Mayor's proposals for the Met 
Police are published in his Police 
and Crime draft Plan which is 
out for consultation with the 
capital's 33 borough's until 
March 6. 

Locals will have a chance 
to learn more and give their 
views at a consultation event 
organised by the London Mayor 
at the University of Greenwich 
lecture theatre, 30 Park Row, 


Greenwich, next Tuesday, 
January 29, from 8-9pm. 

Next month royal borough 
leaders are also due to meet 
top police managers to discuss 
the impact of the Police and 
Crime Plan on local policing. 

Cllr Maureen O'Mara, the royal 
borough's cabinet member for 
community safety,said:"lt is 
shocking to see that a deficit 
of £500m has arisen across 
the Met since May 201 2. The 
issue for us is not one solely of 
buildings but about access to 
the police and police numbers. 


The proposals show a cut in the 
number of officers from 2010 
of 78 officers. At the same time 
Greenwich's population has 
increased and more tourists 
can be expected on the back 
of the successful Olympic and 
Paralympic Games. We are not 
clear yet how residents will be 
able to access police services if 
stations close and how Mayor 
Johnson can justify a lower 
police head count than existed 
just over two years ago."

COMMUNITY and business leaders 
have staged a public show of support 
for the campaign to get more river 
crossings in east London. 

They gathered at the Woolwich Ferry 
last Wednesday morning (January 16) to 
throw their weight behind the bid for a new 
tunnel at Greenwich Peninsula and a new 
bridge at Thamesmead rather than a ferry. 

The campaign is being led by the royal 
borough and Newham Council, who say 
the new crossings are the only way to ease 
daily traffic snarl-ups and open up the 
region to economic growth. 

They are supported by Greenwich and 
Woolwich MP Nick Raynsford who said: 
“For too long Greenwich and Woolwich 
have suffered from inadequate provision 
for river crossings. Severe congestion 
at Blackwall, and also queues of lorries 
waiting for the Woolwich Ferry, are not 
just inhibiting economic development, 
they are also causing serious pollution.” 

Rebecca Kane, general manager of The 
02 said: “The 02 is the world’s most 
popular music and entertainment venue, 
attracting more than 40 million visitors

since it opened in June 2007. Throughout 
this time congestion at the Blackwall 
Tunnel has been an inherent problem. 

“We strongly support the proposal for 
a tunnel at Silvertown and a bridge at 
Gallions Reach. This will provide much 
needed relief to the area, support our next 
development phase on the Greenwich 
Peninsula and stimulate similar growth 
on both sides of the river”. 

John Anderson, chairman of Berkeley 
Homes, added: “The two new river crossings 
are essential for the continued growth and 
regeneration of this strategically important 
part of south east London. 

“We strongly believe that in order to 
gain the maximum sustainable benefits the 
Gabions Reach crossing must be a bridge 
link and not a ferry.” 

Donal Mulryan, chief executive of West 
Properties said: “This area has such huge 
economic potential which is already being 
realised to some extent, but it’s essential to 
future prosperity that we get a new river 
crossing in this part of London.” 

Roger Arnold, of Arnold Martin 
Associates, said: “East London has suffered 
historically due to the lack of connectivity 
between the two sides of the river. With the 
success of the regeneration of the Olympic 
site in Stratford and the commitment to 
Crossrail, this is an opportune moment 
to enhance the further potential of east 
London and the Thames Gateway.” 

Cllr Chris Roberts, leader of the royal 
borough, said: “While we obviously work 
hard to promote walking, cycling and 
public transport, new river crossings are 
needed to solve the congestion and to 
bring better jobs and prospects for our 
local residents and businesses.”

It’s on Friday February 22 at Charlton 
House, and has been organised by arts 
group Global Fusion Music and Arts. 

Founder of GFMA, Louisa Le 
Marchand told GT: “The event is to 
promote different organisations to one 
another - a lot of them are working 
away behind the scenes and this is a 
chance to get people talking. 

“For example, there is the Japanese 
language school, the Chinese language 
school, the HER Centre and lots of 
different groups that the public don’t 
necessarily know about.” 

There are twenty stalls available 
at the event, which runs from 7.30 to 
9.30pm. 

“There will be some on the night 
entertainment too,” Louisa said. 
“There is going to be poetry, dance and 
hopefully some music. 

“It should be a really nice event 
for the groups - and a good way to 
showcase themselves to the public too.

“It’s important to support Fairtrade 
because it’s the only way the growers 
are going to get a fair deal,” Louisa said. 
“We consume in this country, but the big 
manufacturers of coffee and chocolate pay 
the producers next to nothing, while we 
are enjoying the products.” 

It’s not just the developing world that 
could do with a fairer deal though, Louisa 
says. “It’s the same for some of the farmers 
here - milk and grain producers often 
don’t get the price they should. Although 
it might not seem like it, food is much 
cheaper than it should be, particularly the 
luxuries like coffee and chocolate. 


“Everyone is struggling here at the 
moment, but imagine how hard it must be 
in the coffee plantations of Ghana.” 

The organiser is hoping to get some 
Fairtrade companies to come and give 
talks at the event. 

“I’ve been in contact with Divine 
Chocolate and Green and Blacks,” she said. 
“Divine are a group of farmers from Ghana 
who produce cocoa and make chocolate as 
well as selling to bigger companies.”

...and help 
with heating 

VULNERABLE residents struggling to 
pay heating bills could get help from the 
council. 

Greenwich has received a share of 
government funding worth £5.3m to help 
local people on low incomes cut their 
energy costs and keep warm this winter. 
The royal borough can allocate funding 
to install efficient central heating systems 
and insulation to the homes of vulnerable 
residents who are struggling with rising 
energy bills. 

Measures include boiler repairs and 
replacements, central heating repairs and 
replacements and measures such as cavity 
wall insulation and draught-proofing. 

The Fuel Poverty Fund is being targeted to 
people on certain income related benefits, 
pension households where sole income 
is from state pension, young households 
and vulnerable households and who would 
not be eligible for other similar funding 
support. 

Funding is available until the end of March 
and households will be contacted directly 
through the royal borough and partners.

The organisation records 
news and events from 
Greenwich Time and other 
local newspapers onto 
audiocassettes, which 
are sent out to residents 
in the borough on a 
weekly basis. 

Marion Kennett from 
Eltham, is secretary at 
GTNA. 

She told GT: “My 

mother became partially 
sighted after having diabetes, 
so personal reasons got me 
involved with Talking Newspapers.” 

Marion’s been involved with the 
company for more than 10 years. It was 
founded in 1977 by a local social worker 
called Norah Irwin. 

“She felt it was important for residents 
with sight problems to keep up to date 
with information and news in their area,” 



Marion said. “She got help and aid from 
the Rotary Club in Greenwich and got 
volunteers to come forward to run the 
organisation. 

“The company has gradually grown and 
we now distribute around 40 tapes a 
week to residents that request 
them.” 

The process isn’t an easy 
one - a studio manager, 
editors, registrars and 

recorders run the scheme. 

The secretary added: 
“All the recording has 
to be done in one day so 
timing is essential. Editors 
sift through news items to 
decide what to use, without 
censorship or exception. Then 
recording, registration and 

copying onto audiotapes is done at 
Charlton House.” 

Residents have instructions in the tape, 
sent out with a returning envelope when 
they are finished. They have the option to 
put a piece of paper with any complaints 
or issues with the tape.

Running a charity is never 
easy, but for all concerned, it 
doesn’t get much tougher than 
the current “austerity”. 

“The actual amount of 
money coming into the charity 
and voluntary sector has 
been reduced, so there’s a 
huge amount of competition.” 
GAVS’ chief executive Naomi 
Goldberg told GT. 

“It means that people have 
to be even better at providing 
services while constantly 
being worried about the 
future, particularly as demand 
increases. It becomes a vicious 
circle because you need to 
plan, but how can you plan 
if you are unsure about 
funding?” 

The up-side is the quality of 
staff and volunteers involved. 
“People here and at local 
charities are here because they 
really believe in what they 
are doing. They are used to 
adversity and always want to 
get on with the job.” 

Naomi, herself a volunteer in 
Vietnam, also draws on many 
years’ experience in local 
government to see the bigger 
picture: “It’s true that we do 
all need to steel ourselves for 
the times ahead, but that’s 
why people work for charities. 
Every time you get hit you 
want to work even harder to 
make it better.” 

GAVS’ six-strong team 


will soon be seven with 
the addition of another 
development assistant. Voice 
and information officer Laura 
Luckhurst said: “We are like 
the back-up team for local 
charities supporting the most 
vulnerable people in society. 

“The charities do the 
frontline work - helping 
disabled people or people who 
are isolated, homeless or facing 
discrimination in their every 
day lives - and we are here to 
provide support and advice on 
things like funding and legal 
matters. 

“Some charities are very 
small and are started by 
someone with a great idea who 
had a computer in their front 
room. Then when they realise 
the amount of paperwork and 
legal issues involved, they 
come to us for advice.” 

Laura used to work with 
disabled people around 
independent living. “My job at 
GAVS,” she said, “is basically 
to help people from charities 
speak out on behalf of their 
issues. It can be daunting for 
some people to put their case 
to professionals, so I’m there to 
make it easier

BLIND Independence Greenwich (BIG) 
shares the Forum at Greenwich with 
GAVS, so day-to-day help and advice is 
always close at hand. 

New operations manager Kirsty 
Palmer told GT:"We have four different 
services - coffee mornings, a reading 
club, Braille club and tandem bike 
riding - on specific days of the week. 
"Many blind and partially-sighted 
people feel socially isolated so the aim 
is to remove the isolation and give 
them more confidence as they are 
included in the community." 

BIG has about 1 50 users and 30 
volunteers. "Our volunteers are 
fantastic," said Kirsty. "They are there 
to provide support, even if it's just 
introducing someone to the person 
sitting next to them. 

"You need this help if you are at a 
coffee morning and have no facial 
recognition. Just the start of a 
conversation becomes so important." 
On day trips volunteers "buddy up" 
with one of the group to act as a 
sighted guide. They will also be at the 
front of the tandem on rides across 
Blackheath and in Greenwich Park. 


BIG is part of the Royal London Society 
for Blind People which has set up a 
family drop-in service in Eltham for 
visually impaired young children and 
their families, and hopes to offer a 
nursery service in the near future. 
Kirsty was in her very first week at the 
project. She said: "I'm really enjoying 
it. I went to the coffee morning at the 
Forum on Wednesday and it was a 
wonderful inclusive session. 

"We asked the service users how 
we could improve what we do and 
anything we could add to the service 
for them. It was really positive and 
it was great so see how much they 
enjoyed it. 

"GAVS and BIG enjoy a very positive 
working relationship. We have been 
lucky enough to count on GAVS' 
support in our fund-raising activities 
and appreciate their impact through 
workshops. 

"We very much look forward to 
continuing working together in the 
future."

Property adverts say which band 
can apply and any other criteria. When all the bids are 
received, the property is then offered to: For properties 
advertised for band A and band B - the applicant who has 
had this priority status for the longest time. For properties 
advertised for band C applicants - the applicant who has 
been registered on the Council’s list for the longest time. 


BAND 

A is for applicants in unsatisfactory housing, including 
people moving due to demolition and those 
underoccupying their homes. 

B is for applicants the Royal Borough of Greenwich 
must prioritise according to the law, particularly 
homeless people, and others with an urgent need 
to move for medical or welfare reasons. 

C is for all applicants on the housing register, 

including those that are in priority bands A and B.
